UR preliminary remarks will be 


in reference to the angles of the 


vernal solar ingress chart set for 
Washington, D. C., and not that of 
the geozodiacal map, The ingress 
forms a T-cross in Cardinal signs 
with the rising Moon and 7th house 
Mars, showing that critical issues in 
foreign affairs are very much a part 


of the picture for the year, Respon- 
sibility for these matters is largely 


up to the chief executive. However, 
from a horary perspective, through 
_which these maps should be largely 
considered, 
Cardinal signs are of the nature of 
immediacy, rather than of prolonged 
duration; and thus as the Sun 


reaches the square to Moon in this’ 


map in about 12 days, we can get a 


quick look as to what this is all — 


about, This measures to about April 
ist or 2nd, and the issue is money;

of Saturn to Jupiter measures to 22 
weeks, or August 21st, which may be 
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important in foreign affairs, trade 
with neighboring or friendly coun- 
tries, prestige of our government and 
particularly our president; tax meas- 
ures that promise relief; building 
programs; crop improvement out- 
look. The sextile of Jupiter-Neptune 
works out to near October 23rd, and 
is of a similar nature; diplomatic im- 
provement, matters affecting schools, 
children, entertainment enterprises, 
relations with foreign countries. 


The square of Uranus-Neptune is 
completed March 30th, symbolic 
time, and here is one of the most 
eritical looking aspects of the year 
as far as we are concerned, and our 
pocketbooks. Neptune lies in the 
angle of speculation, and Uranus in 
the money angle, and hence this may 
approximately measure to some “sea- 
sonal” decline of major proportions. 
Under stich auspices investors tend 
to think the sky is the limit, but past 
history shows that what goes up 
must inevitably also come down. Be- 
ware the Ides of March! 


On the other hand, direct govern- 
'- mental. action, perhaps including 
building or housing programs, tend 
to give the general economy a sud- 
den jerk upward around the 21st of 
June. Some traders will take advan- 
tage of improved foreign negotia- 
tions and profit thereby near Sep- 
tember 25th. Similarly near April 9th 
and November 20th. Legislative ac- 
tion has something to do with bright- 
ening the picture near these dates. 
‘The president moves into better 
favor. In this light it is quite inter- 
esting to note that Venus in the con- 
gressional angle of this chart is ex- 
actly in conjunction with Eisen- 
hower’s Part of Fortune in his first 
house, and this does not add up to 
excessive difficulty with this body, 
during the present year, as far as he 
is concerned. His popularity will ex- 
perience considerable ups and downs, 
but it seems quite likely that he will 
be urged to run again and probably 
will decide to do so,

Mars directs to the opposition to 
Uranus April 4th, measuring to 
money difficulties, tax issues, or some 
involvement with a foreign power, 
of a sudden, unexpected and critical 
nature.

October 10th and this is over our 
Midwest and Central Canada and 
Mexico; the “war angle” for Mos- 
cow!

RATHER unusual planetary 
picture is presented by the po- 
sitions of the major planets in Janu- 
ary, 1956, During this period the 
major planets transit the first and 


last degrees of four signs. Neptune — 


in the first degree of Scorpio turns 
retrograde January 3lst; Uranus in 
the first degree of Leo is retrograde 
and reenters the sign Cancer Janu- 
ary 28th; Saturn is direct in motion 
moving from Scorpio into Sagit- 
tarius January 12th; Jupiter is retro- 
grade in the first degree of Virgo 
moving back into Leo January 18th; 
while Mars is direct in motion leav- 
ing Scorpio for Sagittarius January 


14th, strongly activating by aspect - 
the positions of the other major 


planets. 


A planet is retrograde when it ap- 


pears to be moving back in the zodiac 
as seen from the Earth. Retrogres- 
sion is considered a “debility,” or 
weakening action of the planet in the 
birth horoscope. The direct motion 
of a planet indicates its continuity of 
influence, while its retrograde mo- 
tion reveals an interrupted sequence 
in the effect of the planet due toa 
shift in its magnetic effect on the 
Earth. 

During late. 1955 into 1956 the

Mars, become retrograde-in motion 


on the following dates: Uranus turns 
retrograde November 8, 1955, until 
April 6, 1956; Jupiter is retrograde 
from December 18, 1955, to April 18;

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fixed stars have vital influences but 
the interpretations are so varied and 


mixed that great confusion results 


from weaving their accepted mean- 
ings into a judgment. 


_ Much of the investigation of the. 


influences of the fixed stars was con- 
ducted by the Greek astrologer 
Claudius Ptelemy who was born in 
the second century A. D. His re- 
search was very exhaustive, combin- 
ing the knowledge from the Ara- 


bians, the Persians, the Greeks and. 
‘the Egyptians. He set down accu- 


.tately the true facts as they existed 
when the originals were written. But 
since that time change has been the 
order of all philosophies and systems 
of self-betterment. 

In the case of the fixed stars, their 
vibrations have not changed at all, 


but the reactions of human beings to 
the influences of the fixed stars has 


altered as humanity advanced in cul- 
ture, Therefore, the lines. of force 
from the fixed stars impinging upon 
any given person give different re- 


lay down dogmatic judgments. The 
Ph iewe of man is in a state of flux and 
so the mixtures of the fixed stars 
“have changed through the years. 

Put another way, as man began to 
think differently, the vibrations of 
the fixed stars projected to humanity 
a different set of results. As man 
thinks positively and intensely, vi- 
brations of thought are projected to 
long distances, These vibrations (of 
light, for man is a Sun in his own 
right) mingle with like vibrations of 
the fixed stars and the planets to 
modify the results of their lines of 
force. Thus, man, in the truest sense, 
controls all manifestation by his 
thought, altering and changing the 


z messages of the heavenly orbs, 


It is almost impossible to assign 
exact reactions-to aspects of planets 
and the conjunctions of fixed stars 


_ channeling through the planets of 


our solar system, However, research, 
though not exhaustive, indicates that 
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the force of fixed stars outline the 


trends in every life on Earth. 
Much -has been deduced about the 
influence of the fixed stars, In terms 


of our planets, their influence has 


been catalogued. The- fixed star 
Diphda is like the vibrations of Sat- 
urn. The fixed star Algenib is very. 
much like the influence of Mars, 


tempered somewhat by the vibra- 


tions of Mercury. Regulus is likened 
to the vibrations of Mars. Athena in 
Gemini is a compound of the influ- 
ence of Mercury, somewhat im- 
pressed with the vibrations of Venus. 
The star Sirius has much of the in- 
fluence of Jupiter, tempered by Mar- 
tian tendencies, Arcturus is of the 
nature of Mars, softened a good deal 
by the benefic influence of the planet 
Jupiter, There is a comprehensive 
list of 80 stars and their character- 
istic lines of force to guide the ana- 
lyst in setting forth the life trends. 


All this embraces the admixtures 
of stellar influences, under the law 
of the chemistry of light. Hence it is 
an essential of every judgment that 
the qualities arising from the com- 
bination of energies be known and 
used with wisdom. The effects of the 
co-mingling of stellar light, plus the 
modifications projected by the minds 
of man regulate the results that man- 
ifest eternally in the lives under con- 
sideration. _ 

The great Ptolemy catalogued the 
influences of many fixed stars and 
modern astrologers have added to 
and refined the lists. The influences 


aS given are in a language which we 


can easily grasp, in mixtures of the 
vibrations of planets in our solar 
system, Any good book on the fixed 
stars will enumerate their astrologi- 
cal tendencies, 

But what do these mixtures of 
light really mean? The ancient list 
of qualities in combination are per- 
haps too severe in judgment for, 
they did not allow for the finer and 
better human beings that evolution 
has produced. However, let us look 
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“at Ptolemy’s reading of the influence

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WHAT DO YOU KNOW 
ABOUT THE MOON? 


By W. J. Tucker, D.Sc., Ph.D. 


OU know, of course, that the 
Moon is the delight of lovers 
who, we are told, are invariably 
thrilled to find themselves alone with 
her, and who wax romantic in her 
presence, She being, in fact, the only 
third: party whose presence they 
would be prepared to tolerate. 
Doubtless you also know what Gil- 
_ bert had to say about the Moon in 
“The Mikado”: | 


“Observe this flame, 
That placid dame, - 
The Moon’s Celestial Highness. 
There’s not a trace 
Upon her face 
Of diffiidence or shignces:: 
_ She borrows light 
That through the night 
_ Mankind may all acclaim her! 
And, truth to tell, 
She lights up well, 
So I, for one, don’t blame her!” 


You have heard, too, the myths 


and legends concerning the Moon. 
How she afflicts some with Moon- 
- blindness. How she causes “water on 
the brain” to rise, thus bringing 
| about an access of frenzy in the in- 
sane, And so on. 

You likewise know that, coverher 
| with the Sun, the Moon pulls and 
regulates the tides, That she plays an 
active part in many other things. But 
do you know all the known facts 
about her? I'll try to describe some 
of them for you. 


You know, of course, that the 


Moon is our nearest neighbor in. 


_ space, and that she travels round the 
world, completing each circuit in the 
space of 27 1/3 days. Yet her orbit 
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is never a true circle because some- 
times she is nearer to us (at perigee) 
and sometimes farther away (at 
apogee), At apogee she is 252,970 
miles distant from us; and at peri- 
gee, the distance is 221,610 miles, 
However, the figures I have just 
given you do vary slightly, appar- 
ently, because some astronomers give 
the figures of 252,710 miles and 221,- 
462 mes respectively. Hence the 
Moon’s orbit, like the Earth’s orbit 
about the Sun, forms an ellipse and 
not a circle. And the Moon’s speed 
in traveling around that orbit is a 
constant one of 2,287 miles an hour. 

Another fact of importance for 
you to remember is that the mass of 
the Moon is considerably less dense 
than is the mass of the Earth, Meas- 


‘uring by size, it would take about 49 


moons to make one earth; but in 
order to make up the total weight of 
the Earth you would need some 81 
moons! For this reason, objects actu- 
ally weigh six times as heavy on the 
Earth as they would on the Moon, 
and a man could carry half a ton on 
her surface without too much diff- 
culty. He could also achieve a really 
high jump on her plains, if he is an 
athlete; for he could clear over 40 
feet! And if he should try the long 
jump, he would find he epic leap 
more than 150 feet! 


The Moon’s journey about the 
Earth is accomplished in 27 days, 7 
hours, 43 minutes, 11.5 seconds, That 
is to say, she completes her circuit 
in that period, as measured from a 
certain star back again to the same 
star. But in order to complete a Junar 
month (that is, from new moon to 
new moon—a new moon occurring 
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when the Moon conjoins the Sun 
each month), the time taken up is 


29 days, 12 hours, 44 minutes. This . 
extra time is needed because, during - 


the course of the month, the Sun 
himself has moved (apparent mo- 
tion) forward approximately 28 de- 
grees from the position he occupied 
at the moment of the preceding new 
moon, and the Moon has to catch up 
with him, The period of the lunar 
month is called the synodic month, 
and its length in. decimals is 
29.5305879 days. 

The Moon revolves on her axis 
only once a month (it is a distributed 
revolution which is brought about 
enly because of the Moon’s circuit 
about the Earth), so that she always 
_keeps the same face towards us, and 
no man has ever seen her reverse 
side. It is because she does not rotate 
on her axis at any lesser period than 


one month, that astronomers believe | 


the Moon must be pear-shaped and 
not a true sphere. But in view of the 
circular disc which we see when the 
Moon’s face is illuminated, some of 
us find it very difficult to share that- 
particular belief. 

We observe the Moon rising in the 
east and setting in the west. But this 
is only an apparent motion which is 
due solely to the Earth rotating ow 
its own axis, because in actual fact 


the Moon is traveling in exactly the 


opposite direction—from west to 
east! Prove this for yourself, Look 
for the Moon in the night sky and 
pick out a star close-to her. On the 
following night look again; then you 
will see that in the space of 24 hours 
she has traveled quite a distance to 
the left of that star. 

We have seen that a new moon oc- 
curs whenever the Moon comes to- 
gether with the Sun, between the 


’ Earth and the Sun, Full moon, on the -

without being told that the Moon has 
no atmosphere (or an extremely ten- 
uous one) and no water. No cities 
and no forests. No vegetation at all 
(for vegetation cannot exist anyway 
without water or the possibility of 
rainfall). We are in fact gazing upon 
a bare, dead world. We see moun- 
tains and volcanoes galore; but since 
there is no atmosphere and no wind, 
these show not a trace of weathering. 
The surface of the Moon, in fact, is 
_ covered by volcanic ash, a fact which 
was demonstrated experimentally by 
Monsieur Lyot of Meudon, This vol- 
_ canic ash, says Sir James Jeans, pre- 


vents the Sun’s heat from penetrat- | 
ing beneath the Moon’s surface, just 


like an asbestos covering. 


Two astronomers of the Mount 
Wilson Observatory carried out ex- 
periments which consisted of taking 
the temperature of the Moon’s sur- 


face during the various stages of a 


lunar eclipse. They tell us that at the 
moment when the Earth’s shadow 
fell on the Moon, the temperature 
suddenly dropped from 194 degrees 
Fahrenheit to —152 degrees Fahren- 


| heit.. This is indicative of 184 de- 
| grees freezing cold (152 plus 32) 


produced ina matter of minutes! | 
“As the Moon has no atmosphere, 
there is nothing to burn up any ap- 
proaching meteorites. Consequently 
the surface of the Moon gets well 
peppered with these projectiles from 
outer space; and Sir James Jeans 
says that over a million meteorites 
must strike the Moon every day at 
the speed of thirty miles a second! 
Some astronomers consider that 


the numerous craters to be seen on ~ 


the Moon’s surface have been caused 
by the impact of large meteors. 
' There are hundreds of craters with 
diameters measuring from five miles 
to twenty miles; and although many 
of these are doubtless volcanic in 
origin, there do not appear to be any 
active volcanoes on the Moon. Some 


_ astronomers believe that the craters: 
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‘were caused through the Moon’s sur- 


face blistering when she was cool- 
ing. 

With such very clear views of the 
Moon’s surface available, the whole 
geography of the face disclosed to us 
has been recorded and mapped, The 
heights of the mountain ranges and 
their lengths; the widths and depths 


of the craters; the enormous plains 


and other peculiarities; all have been . 
measured, named, and recorded, . 

The tallest mountain is found to 
be Mount Huyghens (19,000 feet) in 
the range called the Appennines. 
There are two other high mountains 
in the same range: Mount Bradley 
and Mount Hadley. Also there are 
two other vast mountain ranges 
which have respectively been named 
the Alps and the. Pyrenees. 


The craters, too, have been given 
names. Among others, we note the 
names of Aristarchus, Copernicus, 
Kepler, Tycho, Plato, and Archi- 
medes. ~ 

Certain light- -colored streaks or © 
streamers, which radiate in all direc- 
tions from some of the craters, have 
also been observed; and many Have - 
been the conjectures aimed at reveal- 
ing their meaning and origin. These 
vary from suppositions that they are 
volcanic discharges from the craters, 
down to beliefs that they are merely 
dust particles, But what they actual- 
y are, no man knows. 

The lack of atmosphere and of 
water on the Moon seems curious if 
the Moon (in common with the 
Earth and planets) was really formed 
from a part of the substance torn 
from the Sun through the gravita- 
tional pull of a passing star which 
came too close. Because if this were 
really the case, how did it comeabout . 
that on cooling the Moon’s gravita- 
tion allowed her accompanying quota 
of oxygen, nitrogen and hydrogen to 
escape her clutches? | 

There are certain “rills” or narrow 
cracks on the Moon’s surface which
